Any meat order is 40 cents up, and | 
a piece of chicken half the size of 
your fist is half a dollar and _ the 
the chicken being about the same 
size as the four-bit piece. This 
chicken cost them about fifty cents 
and they make ten’ portions | 
of it—$5—a thousand per cent pro- 
fit over the first cost. If you take

side, it is 40 cents. The celery on 
the dish probably cost them, in large 
lots, two cents, and the dressing on 
it one cent, three cents in all being 
the first cost. That is over 1300 per 
cent profit. A drink of wine or 
liquor runs up into several thousand 
per cent profit, and so all along the 
line. 

Now, then, when the cooks and 
waiters went on strike, or were lock- 
ed out, and a lot of nigger Pullman 
waiters were imported to take their 
places, all in the world they had 
asked for was $3 a day for a cook, 
$2 a day for the waiters, $10 a week 
for cooks’ helpers, and $9 a week 
for waitresses, with an eight-hour 
work day for all. | 

With the outrageous robbery prices 
which the public is charged, don’t 
you honestly think that these high- 
binders ought to pay that stipend of 
a wage to those who deserve it. You 
finow they ought, but the fact re- 
mains that they would not, and lock- | 
ed out the workers who asked for | 
it. 

Honest, now, what do you think 
of a whelp who wil charge you a 
thousand per cent profit on what he | 
sells you and not be willing to pay 
the witress $9 per week who serves} 
it to you?
